After the meeting had been called to 
order the main subject was taken up 
for discussion.

prices at which milt is being distrib- 
uted in Alameda, Berkeley, Oakland and 
adjacent districts was discussed. There 
seemed at one time to be a consensus 
of opinion that prices adopted by the

FREE DELIVERY FALLS 


THROUGH. 


ELMHURST, Nov. 12.—The 
prop- 


osition of establishing 
a 
rural de- 


ivery route in this district which, up 
:o a certain point has progressed so 
favorably, has fallen flat. 


Sometime ago Postmaster Gray be- 


gan working on the matter of securing 


rural free delivery for his district. 


He got up a petition and assisted by 
VIr. Alvord of this place worked 
for 


several weeks securing signatures and 
marking out the proposed route. The 
necessary signatures were finally se- 
cured and the papers sent to Washing- 
on, D. C., and fortunately there was 
no hitch in the proceedings to cause 
delay. 
This weelc \vord arrived that 


he application had been acted upon 
'avorably and that examinations 
of 


applicants for the position of carrier 
could be held next Friday at the Elm- 
lurst postoffice. A postal inspector ar- 
rived here Monday to investigate the 
proposed route and yesterday declared 
he plan off, because a number of the 
signers of the petition refused to pay 
12 for a government mall box. 


It Is one of the service rules that a 


person who has thd privilege of be- 
ng on a rural free delivery route must 
purchase the regulation mail box, in 
order that the mail for which the gov- 
ernment is responsible, shall, be prop- 
erly protected. 
The inspector,, upon 


covering the proposed 
route, 
found 


that many of the signers of the pe- 
tition, who nt first were willing to go 
to the necessary expense of forming 
the route, were not willing to pay $2 
for a mail box. 


After meeting with a number 
of 


:hese people it was found impossible to 
establish the route, as it necessarily 
should cover a given distance. 
Post- 


naster Gray and many residents of 
this section feel greatly disappointed 
over the affair which at first appearing 
so promising for n, necessary improve- 
ment. In all probability no further at- 
tempt will be made to establish a rural 
delivery for this place.

CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—The wage con- 


troversy between the railroads and the 
Brotherhood 
of 
Railway 
Trainmen, 


which for a time threatened to tie up 
all the principal switching terminals in 
Chicago, was amicably adjusted last 
night at a conference between the rail- 
road managers and the officials of the 
brotherhood. * 
The 
settlement 
was 


reached on the basis of a compromise. 
Seventeen of the railroads signed the 
new agreement, and the Santa Fe, the 
other road involved, 
will sign today. 


The men will receive an increase of 
about 12 per cent. 


At last night's meeting the railroads 


submitted a proposition offering an in- 
crease of 3 cents an hour 
to helpers 


and 4 cents to foremen. 
The propo- 


sition was accepted by the men. 
The 


rates agreed upon are as follows: Day 
foremen, 31 cents per hour; night fore- 
men, 33 cents per hour; day helpers, 
2S cents per hour; night helpers, 30 
cents per hour. These rates are one- 
half per cent in excess of the St. Paul- 
Minneapolis rate for each class. 


The effect of the new scale will he 


far-reaching. 
According to the officers 


of the Brotherhood of Trainmen the 
rate will go into effect at all large dpn- 
ters west of Chicago, where commit- 
tees are now in session awaiting the 
outcome of the Chicago trouble. 


Representatives of the organization 


will leave here today for Kansas City, 
Denver. Omaha, St. Louis and 
other 


points to have ,the new scale officially 
ratified by other roads and employes. 
It is asserted that already the men and 
managers have agreed to abide by the 
Chicago decision, and as a consequence 
no trouble is anticipated in making 
them universal for the entire district 
west of Chicago.
